1. The motion is GRANTED to the extent provided below. 

2. As of ___, the Defendants are immediately enjoined from enforcing 

their June 18, 2019 suspension (upheld with the denial of Plaintiff s appeal on July 24, 2019) of Plaintiff 
John Doe from Boston College. 

3. As of__the Defendants are to allow access to the Plaintiff John 

Doe to register for all classes for the Fall 2019 Semester which will begin on August 26, 2019. 

4. As of_Plaintiff John Doe is permitted to participate fully in all University 

including . 

5. The Court finds that Plaintiff John Doe has met the required showing necessitating 
the granting of the injunctive relief sought pursuant to Rule 65 of the Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedure, in that (i) the probability of irreparable harm to the Plaintiff is present should the relief 
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not be granted, (ii) there is a likelihood that the Plaintiff will succeed on the merits of his claims, 
(iii) the balance of hardships tips decidedly in the Plaintiffs favor, and (iv) the relief issued is in 
the public interest. 

6. The Order remains in effect until any further Order of this Court is issued on the 
Motion.
